The city's sewage disposal plant 


on East Strand, which was built in 
cooperation with a state plan to 
eliminate pollution from the Hud- 
son river. Is ready for operation 
with exception of a few minor 
control units, City Engineer Ar- 
thur F. Mallinan said today. 


Work on construction of the 


plant was started under Mayor 
C. J. Hcisclman before the war 
years, when It became apparent 
locally that such plants would be 
required In all municipalities along 
'the Hudson in compliance with a 
state health program. 


Completion ot the plant was 


held up during the war years and 
its operation is still being delayed 
through lack of several units which 
are on order. They include such 
unltH n« a chlorinutkm device and 
mechanical parts used to gauge 
and control operations. 
The plant, during Its phases of 


construction, has been under su- 
pervision of the engineering- de- 
partment. It will be under the con- 
trol of the public works depart- 
ment when it is completed, 
The stale Issued notices, begin- 


ning about 10 years ago, that all 
cities and major communities along 
the Hudson would be required to 
build such plants, and several 
communities fought the proposal 
from the outset. 


These municipalities, according 


• to those in charge of the program, 


now face the prospects of having 
to build sewage disposal plants at 
a higher cost for materials than 
they would have, had they started 
six or eight years ngo.

DDT POWDER 


Physicians have much for which to.thank medi- 


cal health officers because, the 'school medical offi- 
cer and nurse are usually first'to discover ailments 
present In children and prevent- their spread to 
other children and other members of the family. 


One of the embarrassing situations met by pa- 


rents Is 'to-have their .child sent home because;of 
.pediculus capltis (head lice). The: usual home rem- 
edy is coal oil'(kerosene) .put .on-the head'at night, 
covered by a cap.'and washed.out with soap and; 
water the'.next .morning.- The.,hair is then fine' 
combed to remove dead;lice and eggs. 
As the kerosene treatment is not, always sue-! 


•cessful, the drug benzyl benzoatc, ..used to rid the 
body of. scabies, has been used 'toJremove lice with 
considerable success, It is only,.natural: that the 
drug BDT also should.be tried.'in removing head' 
lice.

In the "American Journal'of-Public Health," Dr. 


Albert D.-Kaiser, health'officer, Rochester, N. Y., 
reports his. method'of using' DDT. .to kill the lice 
and control,contacts.in the home and school. .To 
simplify the. treatment of pediculus-capltis., a prep- 
aration of DDT powder'(10 parts DDT and 90 per. 
'cent inert powdered,talc) was used. Head inspec- 
tions were made,, by the school nurse on. all chil- 
dren in a grade, and.the infected-.child.was treated- 
by the school nurse. .•

With, a'small'atomizer, the DDT powder was 


sprayed on the'.child.'s' hair,' a paper towel being 
placed over the-eyes to prevent any irritation. A 
towel or handkerchief was placed over the' scalp 
to prevent the-.losS'Of the.powder and toehold the 
lice that came to the'surface, and the child was 
sent home with instructions to keep the head cov- 
ered till bedtime.

In the morning* the hair was combed with a fine 


comb to'remove the dead', lice and as many eggs-as 
possibl9r The.child continued'to pome to school, the, 
head was inspected daily until the seventh day. 
when,another .application of DDT was made, fol- 
lowing a'shampoo the evening before. Two appli- 
cations .are usually — but not always —. sufficient. 
Tha nurse visits the home to inspect all other mem- 
bers of-the family.

. .This1 method of treating head lice by DDT 
should be under the supervision of a physician or 
nurse.
